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ORDINANCE NO. 86-22 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING COUNTY ORDINANCE 
84-3 THE PALM BEACH COUNTY FIRE CODE ADOPTING, 
SUBSTITUTING AND UPDATING CERTAIN STANDARDS CONTAINED 
THEREIN; PROVIDING FOR IMPLEMENTATION OF F.S. 791.04; 
AND 791.07; PROVIDING FOR LICENSING AND PERMIT FEES; 
PROVIDING FOR ISSUANCE OF WHOLESALER'S LICENSE AND 
PURCHASER'S PERMIT; REQUIRING WHOLESALERS TO FILE 
PROOF OF SALE; PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE; 
PROVIDING FOR PENALTY; PROVIDING FOR ENFORCEMENT; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION WITHIN THE COUNTY CODE. 


WHEREAS, the PALM BEACH COUNTY FIRE CODE, ORDINANCE 84-3>as 
passed on May 29, 1984, by the Board of County Commissioners and became 
effective on October 1, 1984; and 

WHEREAS, it is recommended by the PALM BEACH COUNTY FIRE CODE 
BOARD OF APPEALS AND ADJUSTMENTS and the FIRE-RESCUE ADMINISTRATOR that 
certain sections be amended; and 

WHEREAS, the present code contains certain standards 
promulgated by professional organizations which are changed and amended 
from time to time after deliberation and study; and 

WHEREAS, certain of the already adopted standards have been 
changed, amended and updated; and 

WHEREAS, F.S. 791.04 and 791.07 provide for the exemption of 
any resident wholesaler, dealer, or jobber to sell at wholesale such 
fireworks as are not prohibited therein; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
desires to implement the intent of said statute by assuring that all of 
the requirements of said statute have been met; and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide said assurances, the Board of 
County Commissioners desires to promulgate license and permit fees 
together with an information gathering process; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners deems it in the best 


interest of the public health, safety and welfare of the citizens of Palm

Section 3.01 Amended of Palm Beach County Fire Code is hereby 
amended as follows: 

Delete (a), (b) and (d). 

Renumber as necessary. 

SECTION 2. All individuals, firms or entities proposing to sell at 
wholesale such fireworks as are not prohibited by law, shall apply to and 
purchase from Palm Beach County Fire-Rescue, Office of the Fire Marshal a 
license for sale at wholesale for each location located within Palm Beach 
County from which said non-prohibited fireworks are to be sold. No such 
sale at wholesale shall be permitted until such license shall have been 
obtained. License fees shall be as follows: 

(1) $300.00 for the main location of said wholesale 
vendor; and 

(2) $50.00 for each additional location of said vendor 
located within Palm Beach County. 

2. The proposed wholesale vendor of fireworks shall present 
adequate proof that each location from which fireworks are to be sold is 
permitted by the Palm Beach County Zoning Ordinance and is in compliance 
with all provisions of the Palm Beach County Fire Code. No sale shall be 
permitted from any location not in compliance. 

3. Each wholesaler desiring to sell fireworks at wholesale in 
Palm Beach County shall complete a form for each sale consummated to each 
permitted purchaser which form shall be notarized and include the 
following information: 

(A) Palm Beach County permit number for current purchaser's 
permit which shall have been issued by Palm Beach County 
Fire-Rescue, Office of the Fire Marshal. 

(B) The notarized signature of the buyer. 

SECTION 3. All individuals, organizations or entities purchasing 
fireworks at wholesale in Palm Beach County shall first obtain a permit 
from Palm Beach County Fire-Rescue, Office of the Fire Marshal, 
permitting said purchase at a cost of $50.00. In the case of purchase 
for agricultural or fish hatchery use a permit shall be required but no 
fee shall be charged. In order to obtain said permit the applicant shall 
furnish the following information to the Fire Marshall: 
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(A) Age, date of birth and address of applicant and if a 
business association, its agent. 

(B) Proof of identity. 

(C) Intended use of the fireworks to be purchased which 
may only be one or more of the following: 

(1) Use by railroad or other transportation agency 
for signal purposes or illumination. 

Specifying: 

(a) Name of railroad. 

(b) Proof of employment and the railroad 
supervisor s name and telephone number. 

(c) Nature and purpose of use. 

(2) Use in quarrying or for blasting or other 
industrial use. 

Specifying: 

(a) Name and location of quarry or blasting 
location; demonstrate possession of a 
current State of Florida Explosive License. 

(b) State nature of industrial business, 
location of premises and nature of use. 

(3) Use or sale of fireworks for a show or theater 
or for signal or ceremonial purposes in athletics 
or sports. 

Specifying: 

(a) Date and time of theater, ceremonial, 
athletic or sporting event. 

(b) Nature of event. 

(c) Name of teams or individuals playing in 
sporting event. 

(4) Use by military organizations or organizations 
composed of the Armed Forces of the United 
States. 

Specifying: 

(a) Name of organization. 
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(b) Proof of membership. 

(c) Location, time and date of usage. 

(d) Commanding Officers name and telephone 

number. 

(5) Agricultural and Fish Hatchery Use 

Specifying: 

(a) Agricultural use or name of fish hatchery. 

(b) Location. 

(c) Proof of employment or ownership or other 
relationship with said use. 

(6) Resale 

Specifying: 

(a) Proof of employment or ownership or other 
relationship with said use. 

(b) State of Florida sales tax number. 

(7) Display 

Specifying: 

Evidence of compliance with Public Display 
Provision (elsewhere in this chapter). 

No license or permit shall be issued unless all of the information 
required or criteria set forth herein have been met. 

SECTION 4. This ordinance shall be enforced by the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office and/or Palm Beach County Fire-Rescue Department which 
shall include the power to enjoin any prohibited acts. 

SECTION 5. Violation of this ordinance shall be punishable as a 
misdemeanor as provided by F.S. 125.69. 

REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this ordinance. 
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INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 
The sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 

EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 

receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
